other directions. 
We found no less 


than 15 fathoms of water one mile 
distant from shore.' 


"After F. 8 Dodge surveyed the 


island, we made a search for idols, but 
did not flod any. We left Neckar 
Island about 6 o'clock on tbe day of 
our arrival and sighted French Fri- 
gate Shoals about 6 a. m. on Saturday 
morning, 13th lost. We soon came to 
anchor in eleven fathoms of water, 
about a half-cable length from shore. 
. "We found the islet to be very 
precipitous, about 120 feet high, with 
Oft inaccessible summit. Two young 
men belonging to the party tried to 
climb up tbe |side, but did not sue- 


"We landed on a small rock about 


thirty yards distant, but could find no 
place for a flag pole, so we read the 
proclamation, unfurled the Hawaiian 
flag and took possession. 


"A return to tbe steamer was made 


and at noon we were under way to- 
wards Sand Island, a portion of tbe 
same shoals. The distance was not 
great, but we went along under the

The Vossiche Zcilung declares (hat 


Your committee to investigate the 
general depre>-sion in business regrets 
to report that they find it impossible 
to rebort fully to this special session of 
the Legislature. 


To perform their duty thoroughly, 


as intended, they require more time. 
Tbere are a lar<te number of questions 
involved and they find most of tbe 
business men very eager to express 
their views. 


No business man is able to deny 


general depression, but the causes are 
manifold. Some branches, for obvi- 
ous reasons, are not suffering as much 
a« tboae dealers wbo have to compete 
directly with goods imported from 
Asia, and those mechanics wbo have 
to compete with laborers from the 
same continent. 


It seems to be tbe general opinion 
that it is tbe unquestionable duty of 
tbe Government to provide for a good 
population of tbe islands—not trans 
lent, but permanent. Tbe new Land 
Act is certainly intended for this pur- 
pose, and a step in tbe right direction, 
but tbis will not suffice. For tbe new 
coffee plantations a large number of 
laborers wilt be required, especially 
duriug tbe picking s.ason, and mar- 
ried men with large families will be 
very valuable at such times. 


Therefore, it la generally recom- 


mended that tbe Government should 
to a limited extent, assist Portuguese 
and otber European immigrants by 
paying part of the passage money for 
women and children to these islands. 
We recommend most urgently that 
tbe Executive bring in a bill at tbis 
session appropriating say $10,000 for 
this purpose. Tbis money may not 
be required before tbe regular cession 
of tbe Legislature, but it will empower 
the Executive to negotiate and act at 
once. Even six mouths is a long time 
when a country is waiting for action 
of the Government. 


All sucb appropriations for immi- 
grants and laborers will soon be re* 
paid by'the increase of tax receipts 
from them and their savings. People 
ire wanted bere who will make these 
islands tbelr home and not only come 
here to drain this country by sending 
all tbelr earnings away. Those men 
who come bere for good, to make an 
honest living for themselves and fam- 
ilies, will form the most desirable 
population for tbe Islands. 


Eventually through them there will 


be no more labor problem bere than 
crisis in otber sugar countries like 
Louisiana and Cnba. Other countries 
sucb as Brazil, etc., offer to immi- 
grants very enticing inducements, 
bat we do not know of any country 
which needs a population so badly 
and does so little to assist immigra- 
tion aa Hawaii. 


Bouse uf Representatives. 


After routine business bad been dis- 


posed of, Rep. Kueo preseuted a reso- 
lution acking that a committee be ap- 
pointed to investigate expenditures of 
tbe police department, regarding tbe 
purchase of caps, ammunition, leg- 
gings, etc. Tbe member bad been In- 
formed that tbe police bad to bay 
these necessarieB, while the military 
was furnished tbe same 
without 
charge. 
He thought tbe police bad 
been as efficient as others during tbe 
rebellion, and in consequence were as 
much entitled to uniforms, etc., as tbe 
military. 


Senate bill No. 9, regarding tbe Na- 
tional Guard, wblcb bad passed third 
reading, was presented. 
Laid on the 
table. 


Act 15, relative to tbe suppression of 
disease among animals, wan taken up 
and considered section by section. 


Section 9 was amended by making 


the fee for inspecting sbeep and goats 
ten cents in. tead ot twenty five cents. 
Tne Committee on Commerce recom- 
mended the following addition to the 
Section, " Provided that the Inspector 
may collect double tbe amount ot mob 
fees on animals imported by any per- 
son, or consigned to any one agent, 
until tbe aggregate of sucb fees to be 
collected from such person, or agent, 
shall reach the sum of $10 at any one 
inspection, all fees in excess of $10 to 
be collected from any one person, or 
agent, shall be collected at tbe rates 
ttrat specified in tbis section of this 
Act." 


Tbe amendment and section caused 
cnnsiderable discussion. 
On motion 


of Rep. Robertson, the latter part of 
tbe original section, relating to unus- 
ually onerous or severe duties of In- 
spector, twenty- five per cent, addi- 
tional shall be paid, was stricken oat. 
Tbe recommendation of the commit- 
tee was adopted and Ibe section passed 
as amended. 


Tbe Act shall take eff ct and become 
law from and after its publication. 


Tbe amended bill reads as follows- 
"Section 1. Section 9 o! Chapter 


XXIX of tbe Laws of 1884 relating to 
tbe fees to be paid for inspecting ani- 
mals, is hereby amended by reducing 
the said fees fifty per cent, so that 
said section aba) I read as follows • 
"Section 9 Tbere shall b«* collected 


from tbe owner or consignee of ani- 
mals inspected under this Act, fifty 
cents per bead for all horses, mules 
and cattle; ten cents per bead for all 
sheep and goats; five cents each for 
every other animal or bird. Provided, 
however, that tbe inspector may col- 
lect double tbe amount of such fees on 
animals imported by any one person 
or consigned to any one agent, until 
the aggregate of such fees to be col- 
lected from such person or agent shall 
reacb the sum- of -$«> at any onF-tn-- 
spection, all fees in excess of $10 to 
be collected from any one person 
oragentsh.il be collected at the rate 
dn»t specified in this section ol this 
Act." 


Tbe bill passed second reading, was 


ordered engrossed and read a third 
time on Friday. 


Tbe rules were suspended and Rep. 


Kamauoha reported for the Judiciary 
Committee, recommending several 
minor changes in appeals from Dis- 
trict to Circuit Courts. 


Joint res ilution relating to the re- 


striction of the sale of liquors was 
adopted unanimously on call of ayes 
and noes. 


The Military bill was, on motlpn of 


Rep. 
Robertson, read by title and re- 
ferred to Military Committee. 


Act 18, regulating appeals from Dis- 
trict Ju-tices' Courts to the Circuit 
Judges of the Second, Third, Fourth 
and Fifth Circuits, was considered. 


Rep. 
Richards opposed a motion to 


adjourn simply because Rep. Robert- 
sou was not present. That uentieman 
absented himself from the House a 
great deal. The bill was deferred till 
Friday in order that Rep Robertson's 
amendments could be beard and leeal 
aspect of tbe bill discussed. 


At 11 60 the House adjourned till 
Friday morning at 10 o'clock.

Senator Brown reported that the 


A<$t relating to wanton destruction of 
game, Hilo Electric bill. Joint Reso- 
lutions relating to Pali road, fresh 
meat supply, and present system of 
auditing accounts bad been banded to 
tbe Pr>sldent for his signature. 


Tbe Judiciary CommltUe reported 


in favor of amending the Judiciary Act 
to allov,- the Circuit court to a!t at 
Kailua instead of at Kau, HS tit pres- 
ent. 


Tbe Land Committee reported in 


favor of amending Section 80 of the 
Act. They favored passing Sections 
83 to 91 inclusive as passed in second 
reading of the bill. 


The Act was then taken up. Sec- 


tion 80 passed as recommended by tbe 
Committee. 
As amended, it reads: 


Section 80. Any person 
holding 
land individually cr in conjunction 
with others, situated in the Ahupuaa 
of Olaa, District of Puna, Island of 
Hawaii, under a lease from tbe Com- 
missioners of C own Lands (not reserv- 
ing rent for tbe first three or five years 
of such lease) shall, at any time after 
the first payment of rent, which is 
hereby reduced for such leases to one 
dollar per acre annually in the case of 
all leases reserving a larger amount, 
upon tbe improvement of not less than 
fifteen per c*nu ot the area of the land 
to be patented, to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners—which improve- 
ment shall include tbe bona fide culti- 
vation of coffee or fruit, field or gar- 
den crops, or all or any of such crops— 
and payment to tbe Commissioners of 
the unimproved value of tbe prem- 
ises to be patented according to tbe 
appraisement stated in Section 83, be 
entitled to receive from the Govern- 
ment a Land Patent for any portion 
of his leased premises in one parcel 
within 200 acres in extent and includ- 
ing such improved portion, if all the 
conditions of such lease to be per- 
formed by such lessee up to sucb time, 
shall have been substantially per- 
formed. Provided, however, that con- 
dition 5 of such lease, for tbe purpose 
of making such lease good, shall be 
deemed to have been substantially 
performed when improvements or cul- 
tivation shall have been made on snob 
premises to the aggregate value of 
|500. No Land Patent, however, shall 
be issued for any portion of said prem 
ises until improvements or cultivation 
to tbe extent of $500 In addition to tbe 
fifteen per cent above named shall 
have been shown to have been made. 
Any f uch person as aforesaid whose 
lease covers fees than 200 acres of land 
and who bas Improved not less than 
thirty acres thereof, shall, upon ful- 
filliug tbe above mentioned * * *" 
Senator Waterbont>e moved that $6 


and ^4 be inserted for $8 and $6, re- 
spectively, as tbe selling price per acre 
in the Olaa district. Carried. 


Section 90 was stricken out, on mo- 


tion of Minister Hatch, who stated 
that it conflicted with a clause in the 
Constitution. 


Seuator Brown thought that the 


title of the Land Act 
should be 


changed. 


Minister Smith stated that it was 


not necessary. No change was made. 
Tbe Act parsed third reading by a 


unanimous vote and was referred to 
the Enrollment Committee. 


Attoruey General Smith introduced 
a bill relating to a new Labor Com- 
mission. It passed first .reading. 


Mr Smith stated that it was similar 


to the present law, but provided for 
three members, who would serve 
without pay. 


Minister Hatch reported that tbe 


President had signed the Chinese Im- 
migration Act and the Act giving 
power to tbe Marshal and bis deputies 
to administer oaths.

A letter I have just been reading makes 


me remember what happened to me one 
winter about twenty years ago.

The captain had been killed by a falling 
spar, three of the crew washed overboard, 
and the rest of the ship's company (save ns 
foar) went away in the long b6it with the 
first and second mutes. We were taking in 
water tb rough n leak at the rate of six 
inches an boar. Working with all onr 
might tbe fonr of ns could parap that oat in 
forty mmotes, bnt we most do it every boar. 
It was awfnl work. For two days wakept it 
np, without sleep. Then we stoppw, took 
to tbe quarter boat and shoved off. Tbe 
sea was quiet—no wind. While we lay to 
within a mile of her the ship threw np her 
nose and went down stern first. We were 
picked up the next day by a Danish brie, 


Now the odd thing is that the letter which 


reminded me of that experience has nothing 
whatever to Bay about ships. Please help 
me to find oat the association. 


The lady who writes the letter "says that 
in July, 1881, she cot a bad fright. Exactly 
what it was she doesn't tell. I wish Bue did. 
Anyway it BO upset her that eba didn't eet 
over tbe effects of it for nine years, After 
that her appetite fell off; she lost all real 
relish for food, and what she did eat only 
made trouble instead of nourishing her. It 
gave her pain in tbe pit of tbe stomach and 
(curiously enoncb) between the shoulders. 
She says her eyes and skin presently turned 
yellow as a buttercup. Her face and ab- 
domeu swelled, and nor feet the same, tbe 
latter so much so that she w&s obliged to 
have her shoes made larger.

OPINION OF THE OOOET BY CIRCUIT JUDGE 


WEITIBQ. 


The plaintiff brought bis action to 


ifecover $710.96 of defendant, thereof 
9581.12} was a balance of account 
and the rest interest. The bill of 
particulars of the complaint showed 
credits, or payments made by defend- 
ant, one of which is an item a note 
for |410. The defendant filed a gen 
eral denial and also centra claim of a 
note $48125; a $110 I.O U. and a $80 
LOU. .The plaintiff filed no denial 
to this set off of defendant until the 
opening of the case for trial, when 
he filed a denial and also plea of 
payment, to the item $431.25 note, 
with an affidavit of merits. No affi- 
davit of merits was made to the items, 
the I O.U.'s for $110 and $30. The 
defendant had taken no steps to de- 
fault plaintiff or bar him from con- 
testing the set off. The Ooort in its 
discretion allowed the answer to the 
eet off and the defendant ezcepted. 


An affidavit of merits accompanied 


the' request to make answer to set off 
of defendant, and from the case it- 
self we cannot say that there was an 
abuse of discretion in the Court al- 
lowing the answer, there being no de- 
fault taKen out. 


The defendant ezcepted to the ver 


diet on the ground that the evidence 
did not support it and that the jury 
had no proper basis on which to 
render the verdict they did. 


The jury. apparently allowed the 


amount of plaintiff's claim $581.12£ 
as principal and dednoted therefrom 
$110 and $30, I.O.U.'s allowed to 
defendant and the farther sum of 
$2125, leaving a balance -of $419 87 
for which they found a verdict for 
plaintiff and interest thereon from 
Oct. 4,1891. 


The item $431.25 was in dispute 


aad the plaintiff claimed it was the 
same as the allowance of the $410 
note made to defendant in plaintiff's 
bill of particulars, except this, that 
be received cash and a wagon to- 
gether of-the valneot $410- and them 
was a small account owing Iiycnrgos 
for merchandise $21.25 and that was 
pnt in the note making it $431-25 bnt 
that it was the same item and an 
«rror of his counsel in not putting in 
the correct figures. No books of ac- 
count were produced by the parties 
ind the jury evidently reconciled the 
contradictory evidence in favor of the 
plaintiff, allowing however $21.25 in 
favor of defendant. The jury evi- 
dently struck the balance at $419.87 
and (then allowed interest from Oct. 
4,1891, the date of the last credit al- 
tljougb that was not the last transac- 
tion between the parties. The jury 
may have^rred in fixing the date at 
Oct. 4, 1891, from which interest 
should run, bnt this alone is not 
sufficient to warrant the reversal of 
the verdict and the granting of a new 
trial. 


The interest may be considered as 


damages and upon a calculation of 
interest upon each item shows that 
the jury might have awaided a larger 
snm as interest. The defendant is 
not injured by the award against 
him of a less sum as interest and the 
verdict most stand.

There is no error in the law cbarg 


ed by the Court to the jury pointed 
oat to as and the law aa charged ia 
the law of the case, and the sole ques- 
tion ia whether there was evidence to 
go to the jury- 


By Chapter LVI Session Laws of 


1892, the jury in. all cases shall be 
the exclusive judges of the facts in 
Baits tried before them, and the 
judge presiding at any jury trial 
shall in no case comment upon the 
character, quality, strength, weak- 
ness or credibility of any evidence 
submitted, or upon the character, at- 
titude, appearance, motive or re- 
liability of any witness sworn in a 
case. Provided however that noth- 
ing herein shall be construed to pro- 
hibit the Court from charging the 
jury whether there is or ia not evi- 
dence (indicating the evidence) tend- 
ing to establish or rebut any specific 
fact involved in the cause, nor shall 
it be construed to prohibit the setting 
aside of a verdict rendered by such 
jury in a proper case, as being 
against the weight of evidence and 
the granting of a new trial therein. 


This Act restricted the powers 


formerly held and exercised by the 
judge in instructing the jury and 
commenting on evidence and witnes- 
ses, and throws the whole burden 
upon the jjury to weigh the, evidence 
and credibility of witnesses without 
assistance from the Court and gen- 
erally their verdict must stand unless 
it clearly appears that they, the jury, 
have abused their powers and judg- 
ment, and could not have based their 
verdict upon the evidence. 


From the evidence for the prosecu- 


tion, it clearly appears that the sad- 
dle, the object of the larceny, was 
stolen, also its ownership, value and 
the venue-, and further that alterations 
had been made iu the saddle by 
defendant Pahu after its theft; and 
also the recovery of the saddle from 
a place of concealment in the house 
of Pahn. The saddle was recovered 
by the Deputy Sheriff from the pos- 
session of Pahu who at the time ac- 
counted for its being in his posses- 
sion by saying it came from Ah Lo's 
and that he, Pabu, paid $15 for it; 
tbw was said in the presence of 
Pahu's daughter, who as a witness, 
accounts for Palm's possession of the 
saddle in a different manner. (Testi- 
mony of Kapela and John Watson). 
Further, Kapela, the daughter 'of 
Pabu, testified that she bought the 
saddle of Keliikalaea one of the de- 
fendants, and that she told Pahu of 
her purchase. Pahu denied this (see 
testimony of John Wataon). Further 
testimony as to Pahu using the sad- 
dle was given by "Honolulu." The 
story as to the purchase of the saddle 
from Ah Lo by Pahn was not true. 


The mere proof of • possession of 


stolen property is not sufficient to 
constitute larceny, yet when accom- 
panied by false explanations of its 
possession, a prima fade case is made 
and it should properly be submitted 
to the jury. There was evidence in 
this case for the Court to have refua- 
oU tu Ulouucugo nuo ueiBUUHUl. 


As to i he exception to the refusal 


to grant the motion for a new trial 
as the verdict was contrary to the 
law and the evidence, it is sufficient 
to say that the evidence pnt on by 
the defense strengthened the case 
for the prosecution and no clear 
ground is shown that the jury erred 
in their verdict or abused their 
powers, there being evidence upon 
which to submit the case to them.

OPINION OF THE COUBT BY ClfiCHIT JUDGE 


WHITING. 


The defendant, with two others, 


was prosecuted on a charge of lar- 
ceny, and at the close of tbe testi- 
mony for the.prosecution counsel for 
defendant Pabn moved tbe Court to 
order a verdict for defendants and 
also to order the defendant discharg- 
ed, wbioh motions were overruled and 
defendant duly excepted. Tbe de- 
fendant did not rest his case bat pro- 
ceeded with tSe trial and prodnced 
testimony in his behalf. A verdict 
of gnilty was fonod by the jury 
against Pahn, to which be duly ex- 
cepted as contrary to the law and tbe 
evidence, and a motion for a new 
trial baaed thereon was filed, heard ' 


by the City of Peking from Prof. 
Koebele, now in Japan, a large 
number of beneficial insects, chief 
among them being the Cbilochorue 
Renipaetulatus, a very valuable 
beetle that will feed upon nearly 
every scale, even the young of 
Ceroplastee, as well as aphids. 


Regarding mosqaltos, Prof. Koe- 


bele enquires if the noise of frogs 
would prove a nuisance in the isl- 
ands. 
There are millions of them 


in the rice fields of Japan, and in 
consequence only a few mosqnitus 
as compared with Honolulu and 
the islands. 


The Professor regrets not being 


able to send a supply of bats by 
the Peking, but will do so by next 
steamer from the Orient The bats 
are energetic enemies of the Japan- 
ese beetle. 


Professor Howard, chief entom- 


ologist of the United States, urged 
that Professor Eoebele visit China 
before returning to Hawaii, that 
being the oldest country from 
which scale or injurious insects 
animated, and where their enemies 
may also be found. 


Commissioner Marsden has noti- 


fied Professor Koebele to spend two 
months in China in quest of addi- 
tional beneficial insects for the 
islands.

Good Yield of Gansiigre. 


As 
an 
experiment^ fourteen 


pounds of wild canaigre root, was 
planted on two rods of land at the 
Government Nu'rserv. Tbe extra- 
ordinary yield of 255 pounds was 
obtained. 
This ia at the ratio of 


over ten tons to the acre, or "even 
greater, when it ia considered that 
one third of the planted roots fail- 
ed to grow. 


Refunding tbe Income Tax. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—The Inter- 


nal Revenue Bureau has already re- 
ceived a number of applications for 
tbe refund of tbe amounts paid as in- 
come tax prior to tbe decision of tbe 
United States Supreme Court declar- 
ing tbe law to be unconstitutional. 
The blank forms of application for the 
refund were sent out about ten days 
ago and almost immediately began to 
return from near-by points.

At last the "friend of the work- 


ing man, foreign capital, etc., etc.," 
has eucceeded in getting a few def- 
inite ideas ou the electric railway 
bill, and penitently asks a series 
of questions to bring it out of the 
woods of doubt. Ignorance is at all 
times to be pitied, and we cannot 
refuse the humble request for en- 
lightenment. 
Among other things 


it asks "if a line running through 
Thomas Square is a trifle?" If this 
could be avoided, it would undoubt- 
edly be better, but as the Tramway 
Company's lines occupy both King 
and Beretania streets, it is impossi- 
ble for the Hotel street line to be 
built without going through the 
square. The company is limited to 
a right of way twelve feet wide, and 
the method of construction and the 
material used is to be euch as the 
Minister of the Fnterior shn.]] ap- 
prove. 


•'Are exemptions from taxation 


and import duties trifles?" 
That 


depends on circumstances. 
The 


bill transmitted to the Senate ex- 
empts the company from taxation 
for two years, or in other words, 
during the period of construction. 
As there would be no taxation 
during construction anyway, this 
is not saddling the community 
with a particular terror, to say the 
least.

JAPAN AND THE ENGLISH ALLIANCE. 


Fear of Russian aggression has 


led many editors of Japan to favor 
an alliance with England, whereby 
the designs of the Russian govern- 
ment may be thwarted. England's 
sphinx-like 
neutrality has 
also 


caused the exponents of Japanese 
thought to advance the idea that 
England is favorable to the alli- 
ance and is merely waiting for a 
proposition to be made by the Em- 
peror. 


The Jiji Shimpo maintains that 


England "ie just suited to be the 
confederate of Japan," because it is 
the only European power that has 
stood aloof from recent interna- 
tional combines, and furthermore 
the only European 
country that 


can be depended upon. It is also 


As MIGHT well be expected the 


evening paper that is attempting 
to keep foreign capital from the 
country, failing utterly to show 
cause why the electric franchise 
now before the Senate should not be 
granted, goes to work with its vo- 
cabulary of infectives to cast slurs 
upon the character of the men ap- 
plying for the charter. This is 
playing neither the part of good 
business or common decency to- 
ward investors. To question the 
power of the Minister of the Inte- 
rior when by the franchise no part 
of the construction goes forward 
without his approval is nothing 
short of childish 
prattle. The 


country and the Legislature are 
not so idiotic as to be influenced 
by sush statements of the street- 
corner orator style. 


THERE is a sociological phase of 


the good records made by Hono- 
lulu boys in the universities and 
colleges of the United States that 
speaks well for Hawaii as a country 
producing brain and brawn able to 
cope with the best blood and ac- 
tivity of temperate climes.

The franchise also requires a high 
standard of construction, "made in 
a substantial manner according to 
the best modern practice aid un- 
der the supervision of the Minister 
of the Interior." The whole con- 
struction of the road is under the 
direction and subject to the ap 
proval of the Ministerof the Interior. 
If our contemporary has no confi- 
dence in the Executive Council 
and the Minister of the Interior, it 
had better come out and say so 
and not beat about the bush. The 
community, 
however, has that 


confidence and that is sufficient. 


"Is it a trifle that the 'schemers' 


refuse to offer any guarantee that 
they will do anything but trade 
on the valuable concessions which 
the 
Government might as well 


sell?" 
It is a notable fact that 


these valuable concessions have 
never been regarded of sufficient 
moment for any other company to 
come forward and offer to construct 
the road. 
Our contemporary once 


said it wanted an electric road for 
the city. Is this sudden change of 
heart evidenced by the "friend of 
foreign capital, etc , etc.," caused 
by the failure to see any money or 
benefit in an electric railway?

"The first 
object of England is to prevent 
Russia from getting southward and 
obtaining a port which is open all 
the year round. 
Only England 


could venture to oppose the move- 
ment of such a power as Russia, 
and prevent her obtaining such a 
port. 
While England is appar- 


ently determined not to give way, 
the movement of Russia towaTdtbe 
south is getting more and more 
active, and independent of the im- 
proved position e.be will occupy in 
tbe Far East after theTrans-Siberian 
Railway is completed, from present 
appearances it seems likely that 
she maytake actionin Manchuria 
•»im Avtfwi, eveu deiore coal. •>• M ne 
predominance of Russia in the 
East would menace tbe interests 
and hurt the feelings of English- 


men, 
and could not be passed over 


in silence. It would also be disad- 
vantageous to Japan, and under 
existing conditions this country 
would not decline to join any 
movement, so far as the resources 
of the country allow, to prevent 
Russia from getting the open port 
ehe desires. The interests and ob- 
jects of England and Japan are 
thus identical, and their alliance 
would be mutually beneficial. If 
British statesmen are as sagacious 
as reported, they will not hesitate 
to enter into an alliance with the 
new strong power of the East. For 
the same object England has sup- 
ported Turkey and China, and in 
allying herself with Japan to stand 
against the common enemy, she 
would benefit herself even more 
than Japan." 


The desire is undoubtedly father 


to the thought as with the present 
state of affairs nothing would suit 
the Japanese government better, 
than to see England and Russia go 
to war to settle their Oriental 
claims, thus leaving the weaker 
third power in a position to assume 
the attitude of a spectator ready 
to reap a large portion of the bene- 
fits without standing the brunt of 
battle. The sagacity of English 
and Russian statesmen as d'splay- 
ed at present will doubtless cause 
the two great powers to keep the 
peace with each other, leaving 
Japan to assert its power and 
diplomacy without assistance. 


BEING AMERICANS AS WELL. 


"Therefoie it is generally recom- 


mended that tbe Government should 
to a limited extent assist Portuguese 
and other European immigrants by 
paying part of the passage money for 
women and children to these islands. 
We recommend most urgently that 
the Executive briugin a Dill at this 
session appropriating say $10,000 for 
this purpose." 


The above is the recommendation 


offered to the Legislature by the 
Senate committee for the investi- 
gation of the business depression 
of tbe country. 
The recommenda- 


tion is good so far as it goes but 
we fail to see why all the attention 
and money even in preliminary 
action should be turned to the 
"Portuguese and other European 
nations." They should' have their 
share and a good share too, but 
what of the American civilization 
on which the Labor Commission 
remarks more or less forcibly ? 
Although the United States and 
Canada have land and undevel- 
oped resources to spare, it is a well 
known fact that there are many 
families in both these countries 
that would gladly take up their 
abode 
in Hawaii 
and become 


"permanent settlers" if the assist- 
ance proposed in the report of the 
Senate 
committee 
were offered 


them. 


Possibly a good number will 


come without assistance, but it is 
doubtful if the country will gain 
anything by passing over their 
heads and looking further for the 
"new civilization" that it hopes to 
nurture. 
One thing 
is certain 


nothing will be gained by sitting 
back and waiting for the Anglo- 
Saxon millenium to come. 


In this connection a business- 


like bolster to the tourist trade and 
the Bureau of Information ought 
to be brought out with more promi- 
nence. 
We venture to state that 


there is hardly a city in the world, 
or a country, that spends less money 
in making itself known among pos- 
sible patrons than does Honolulu 
and Hawaii. As was remarked by 
the late Charles L. Carter, the 
country needs more of the Ameri- 
can spring in its business boot heel. 
With good printed matter placed in 
the hands of live representatives, 
Hawaii can gather a good sum that 
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municipal officers and business men 
are awake to the necessities of the 
occasion.

In the year 1858 Japan 


made a treaty with the Amer- 
ican Government, it being the 
first commercial treaty ever 
drafted by the former country.

the intercourse with 


foreign powers brought 
to

that country the distanc^ be- 
tween it and the more civilized 
nations that the manner of 
conducting their business in- 
terests with outside countries 
were too crude. 


Just at this time Eastern 


mercantile houses commenced 
directing their attention to- 
wards Japan for closer busi- 
ness relations, but unfortu- 
nately for them the report was 
circulated that foreigners were 
barred from doing any busi- 
ness in the Empire.

Japan had very "dark days," 
but in that year the existing 
form of government was over- 
thrown and a new dynasty 
stepped into power with lead- 
ers who saw that the future of 
the country depended on reci- 
procity.

CAPTAIN JAKES HUNNEWELL. 


From a daguerreotype made a few years 


bef ire his death 
Born in a part of 
Cha'lestown, 
Massat-h setts, (now 


Somervilie) on February 10th, 1794. 
Died at same place May 2d, 1869. 


Hunnewell, M. M. Gower, E. Baile; 
and Miss Tenira Henry. 
It wa 


voted to publish the papers read 
the annual report and the catalogu 
of the library under the direction 
and at the discretion of the Boarc 
of Managers. 


Prof. Alexander read extracts 


from Mr. Hunne well's diary, telling 
of his arrival at the islands, trad 
ing with the Indians for pig and 
poi, finally selling the vessel. The 
pay was taken in sandal wood 
which was sent to China. 
The 


Indians, as Mr. Hunnewell calls 
them, were mostly poor. After the 
sale of the vessel he remained in 
Honolmu and engaged id trade 
with the natives. When trade was 
dull be made pedestrian excursions 
into the country, visiting thus Wai- 
anae and Waialua and Punaluu. 
Occasional thefts enlivened the 
monotony of life. The cu'prit was 
s 'm^tinus found and punished at 
the discretion of hjs victim. Men- 
tion was made of Indian villages 
and eight or ten Indians went with 
the two or three foreigners who 
were entertained and fed at the 
different villages. 


Before reading E Bailey's paper 


of rerniaisCHnces,Dr Emerson gave 
some account of the makahiki pili 
and the makahiki kapu. 
When 


Mr Bailey landed in 1837, Kame- 
hameha HI died very so^n after. 
He died, it was rumored, on the 
night before he was to sign a paper 
on annexation, which he had pro- 
posed. Among other items men- 
tioned, Mr. Bailey alluded to the 
fall of a large meteor at Hoku Nni 
on Lanai. Iron Loop coinage had 
not paused away. 


On motion of Dr. Rodgers it was 


resolved that so many and such 
persons as the Board of Managers 
ihink best, be requested to prepare 
written narration of what they per- 
sonally eaw, beard, or did at the 
time of the revolution'of January,

Pass Into Hands 
Bishop Premises 


of Board of Education. 


At a meeting held Thursday 


afternoon the Board of Education 
assumed formal control of 
the 


Bishop residence on Emma street 
that will hereinafter be known as 
the Honolulu High School. The 
price paid for toe building and 
premises was $30.000. 


The principal work of the Board 


was in organizing the new high 
and grammar school and' formu- 
lating plans for the changes that 
will have to be made. The cost of 
moving into the new building will 
be comparatively small as the ar- 
rangement of the rooms is admir- 
ably suited to the division of the 
various grades. Both the high and 
grammar schools will be free and 
condcted on the lines of modern 
educational institutions. It is the 
intention to have all arrangements 
completed eo that the new school 
will be opened on the 9tb of Sep- 
ber.

The sickle of the Grim Reaper 


has descended once more in our 
midst and removed a well known 
figure, whose earthly career was 
filled with usefulness. 


At 6:15 o'clock Wednesday even- 


ing Captain Archibald Mclntyre, 
an old kamaaioa, passed peacefully 
away at bis home, Nuuanu valley, 
after an illness of several days. 


Captain Mclntyre had been a 


sufferer from spinal meningitis for 
over two years. That was the prin- 
cipal cause of his death. 


He became unconscious last Sun- 


day afternoon and remained BO 
until 
yesterday 
morning 
at 7 


o'clock, when be rallied for a short 
time, recovering eo far as to be 
able to recognize his children. 
Although he was unable to speak, 
weak nods in the direction of the 
several members of his family 
showed his consciousness. At about

noon Captain Mclntyre became 
unconscious again and remained so 
to the end. 


Captain Mclntyre was born in 


ureeuock, Scotland, May 10, 1819, 
and, at tbe time of death, was aged 
76 years. 


He came to Honolulu on the 


bark Francis Palmer in 1855, and 
'or two years afterward had charge 
of the old Government tugboat 
Pele. 


He was then given a commis- 


ion as pilot, during the reign of 
£amehameha V, which office he 
leld until April 1st, 1893, when be 
retired to private life with an envi- 


ble record. 
Captain Mclntyre leaves, besides 


hree daughters and a son here, a 
laughter in San Francisco and a 
ion in Portland, Oregon.

On Jane 3,1868, tbe decedent ex- 


ecuted an unattested will wholly in 
his own band-writing. On Septem 
ber 5,1883, he died in Sao Francisco, 
California, 
being then domiciled 


there. On September 28, 1883, the 
will was admitted to probate in the 
Superior Court, Department 9, for 
the city and county of San Francisco, 
a court of record of general probate 
jurisdiction. On April 12, 1895, the 
petitioner herein applied to a Circuit 
Judge of the First Circuit for admis 
eion of the will to probate here upon 
an authenticated copy of the record 
of the probate court of San Francis- 
co, and for ancillary letters of admin- 
istration with the will annexed, the 
object being to qualify the petition- 
er to bring an action here to recover 
the unpaid balance of a judgment 
obtained by tbe decedent prior to his 
death in California against one now 
residing in these islands. The Cir- 
cuit Judge found that tbe will was 
not entitled to probate under our 
statutes, and this appeal from his 
order is based solely on the follow- 
ing questions of law. 


First, may an unattested holo- 


graphic will valid by the Jaws of a 
foreign state, where tbe testator was 
domiciled at the time of his death, be 
admitted to probate here, for the pur- 
pose of operating upon personal 
property, notwithstanding the provis- 
ion of our statute (Civ. Code, Sec. 
1465) that "No will * * * shall 
be valid, unless * * * attested 
by two or more competent witnesses 
subscribing their names to tbe will?" 


Personal property follows the per- 


son (mobilia stquunttir ptrsonam); in 
otter words it is regarded in law as 
being in the place of its owner's 
domicile, wherever it may be in fact. 
The validity of a will, therefore, with 
reference to personal property, is 
determined by the lex domicilii, and if 
tbe will is valid by tbe law of the 
place where the testator was domicil 
ed at the time of his death, it is valid 
everywhere. Story, Conflict of Lawp, 
Bees. 465 ttseg; Euobin v. Wylie, IU 
iLL. Cas. 1. 
'•'Accordingly, an Austrian un attest 
ed holographic will was held admis- 
sible to probate in tbe State of New 
York, though by the laws of that 
state two subscribing witnesses were 
requisite to the validity of a will. In 
re Delaplainp, 45 Han 225, referred 
to in 19 Am. & Bug. EDO. 174. And 
in Manuel v. Manuel, 13 Oh. St. 458, 
a holographic will, void by the laws 
of Ohio because unattested, bat 
valid by the laws of Louisiana, 
where it was made, was held invalid in 
Ohio, solely on tbe ground i hat tbe 
testator was at the date of his death 
domiciled in Ohio, though tempor- 
arily resident in Louisiana at the 
date of his will,—the court conced- 
ing that tbe will would have beeo 
valid if tbe testator had been domi- 
ciled in Louisiana at the time of his 
death. 


Secondly, 
notwithstanding 
tbe 


provision of our statute (Civ. Code, 
Sea. 1474) that "No written will shall 
be allowed to be proved after the ex- 
piration of five vears from tbe death 
of the testator" (excepting where a 
"minor is interested in tbe estate), 


:may a foreign will be admitted to 


• ancillary probate here after the ex- 
piration of such period, it having 
been admitted to original probate in 
the state of the testator's domicile 
within that period? 


It seems to us that the statute was 


intended only to limit the time with- 
in which original proof might be 
made, and that it does not apply to 
eases of ancillary proof. 


Ancillary proof, indeed, is not so 


much proof of the will as proof that 
the will has already been proved. It 
consists chiefly in the production of 
an authenticated copy of the record 
of a court of competent jurisdiction, 
and not in the prod action of witnes- 
ses as in the case of original proof. 
Its object is not to establish tbe will, 
but to furnish the administrator with 
proper formal evidence of his auth- 
ority to enforce rights which have al- 
ready become established under the 
will elsewhere. 


Tbe statute if. no doabt, based on 


the presumption that if there is a 
genuine will in existence, those in- 
terested will discover it and offer it 
for probate with reasonable diligence, 
and is designed to prevent the set- 
ting npof documents purporting to b« 
wills at times so remote that it migbt 
be imposaible'to obtain tbe evidence 
necessary to show that the> wern i/oi 
entitled to probate.

ancillary proof which does not in- 
volve the merits of the cane. 


Again, construing this section of 


the Code with the other fcuctiun* IP 
latino to wills, as, for instaucw, HHC 
tion 1466 in which the some word 
"proved" ia used, it would seem 
clearly to be confined to cases of 
original proof, whether here or else- 


where, if not to cases of original 
proof bere alone leaving the time for 
original proof elsewhere unprovided 
for. 
Somewhat similar views have 


been held in other courts, the mean- 
ing of the words of the statute being 
controlled by tbe probable intention 
of the legislature as ascertained by 
considering the words of the statute 
in connection with other statutory 
provisions in pari matena, and tbe 
general common law. See Manuel v. 
Manuel, supra, and cases there cited, 
in wbipb statutes providing for tbe 
recording of "wills proved according 
to the laws of any state" were held 
not to apply to wills •which should 
have been first proved in the state in 
which the statute was passed. In 
Carpenter v. Denoon, 29 Oh. St. 379, 
an original probate in Virginia with- 
in the time required by the Ohio 
statute was held sufficient to entitle 
a will to be recorded afterwards in 
Ohio. 


The order appealed from is rever- 


sed and the case remanded to the 
Circuit J udge for such further pro- 
ceedings as may be proper.

The discret on of a magistrate iu eom- 
initt HR an accused for trial is not re- 
viewable on appeal. 


OPISION OF THE C00BT BY JDDD, 
C.J. 


The defendant, W. Fernandez, was 


charged before the District Magis- 
trate of Honolulu with tbe offense of 
perjury, which offense is not within 
the summary jurisdiction of the 
magistrate but is one for commit 
ment, if in the opinion of tbe magis- 
trate there is probable cause to be- 
lieve that a jury would, upon the evi- 
dence adduced, convict tbe accused 
of the offense with which be is charg- 
ed, and, if in his opinion the testi- 
mony does not warrant commitment 
for trial, be shall release the prison- 
er. Sec. 22, Act of 1892, to reorgan- 
ize the Jadiciary. 


The Magistrate committed tbe ac- 


cused for trial by jury in the Circuit 
Court, First Circuit. The accused 
now appeals to the Supreme Court 
on points of law, and claims that Sec- 
tion 68 of the Jadiciary Act author- 
izes saoh appeal. 


Tbe clause of this lection bearing 


upon this matter reads: "And, far- 
ther, provided that any appeal solely 
upon points of law from a decision of 
a District Magistrate bhall be so 
stated in the notice of appeal, and 
such appeals upon points of Jaw may 
be made either to tbe Circuit Court 
of the same Circuit, or to the Sap 
reme Court, at the option of the 
party appealing, and such appeal 
shall be beard and determined with- 
out the intervention of a jury; and 
tbe bond shall be tbe same as bereiu 
before provided in the case of waiver 
of jury." 


In ine case before us the prosecu- 


tion had closed its proof?, and a 
motion was made by counsel for the 
accused for his -discharge on tbe 
ground that tbe evidence was insuffi 
cient to warrant a committal. The 
motion was resisted by the prosecu- 
tion and the Magistrate took time to 
consider it. 
On the case being 


brought op again, the prosecution 
admitted tbat the evidence was in- 
sufficient and asked leave to reopen 
tbe case for the adduction of farther 
proofs. This was resisted by the ac- 
cused's counsel, and the leave to re- 
open was thereafter granted, and fur 
ther evidence pat on. 
Another 


motion for discharge was made and 
jverrnled and the accused pot in his 
evidence, and counsel renewed bis 
motion for discharge which was over 
ruled and the Magistrate committed 
the accused for trial, and an appeal 
was taken to this Court on the points 
of law, that it was error to reopen 
the case and that the whole evidence 
did not warrant tbe committal. 


The question in now brought for 


our decision whether a commitment 
fur trial for an offense cognizable bo 
fore a jury is appealable for alleged 
errors of law made daring tbe exam- 
ination. 


This question has never been 


squarely 
raised 
heretofore. 
ID 


Provisional Government v. Ah Un, 9 
Haw. 164, we held that where a per- 
son was charged with an offense 
within tbe summary jurisdiction of a 
Magistrate and a motion was made 
for his disc barge and overruled tucb 
decision wus not, appealable because 
it was not a final judgment, but. wax 
merely interlocutory or» provisional. 


In 
Pr nvisiou»l Government 
v. 


Smnb, 9 Haw. 179, we held that 
wb»rt> a pethoo churged wuh un of 
fVuHe cognizable before a jary, de— 
ran™ to to* charge, the overrnling of 
-noli dcm .rr»»r ia not appealable. 
And in a civil c&Sf, Brown v. Cavalho 
*t H! 9 Haw 180, we held that there 
X.H-* no appeal from a decision of a 
District Court overruling a demurrer 
'or roisjoinder of parties, no final 
jnrlgruttut having been rendered. 


None of these oases are exactly 


parallel with that at bar. Bat much 
of the reasoning of the case of Prov. 


Govt v. Smith will apply here. We 
repeat what we said there.- 


"The proceeding in district courts 


where a party is charged with an of- 
fense cognisable before a jury ia not 
Btriotly a 'trial.' It is a preliminary 
examination, somewhat analogous to 
the proceedings of a grand jury in 
other jurisdictions. The defendant is 
not required to plead to tbe charge, 
though he often does BO. He is not 
put on las defense, and he may waive 
the eramination altogether, or he 
may proceed with bis defense. All 
that the statute requires is that tbe 
magistrate shall 'consider whether 
there is probable cause to believe 
that a jury would, upou the evidence 
adduced, convict the accused of the 
offense of which he is charged," * 
* * and he must either release the 
prisoner or commit him for trial at 
the Circuit Court. There are bat 
these two alternatives, and, ia their 
very nature, there is no appeal from 
either decision." 


We adhere to this view. The con- 


clusion reached by the magistrate, to 
commit the accused for trial, is not 
reviewable. His decision to commit 
is not a final judgment in tbe case. 
It is only one stage of it. 


Errors of law by the Court either 


ID admitting or refusing evidence 
during the examination, cannot harm 
the accused very long. For if the 
errors of law are vital, and if the de- 
fendant should not be held for trial 
because the evidence does not war- 
rant either a committal or a convict- 
ion, 
the Attorney General may de- 


cline to present an indictment, or the 
Circuit Judge may decline to find it, 
or the Presiding Judge may order 
the jury to acquit the defendant or 
tbe jury may acquit. The committal 
of the Magistrate is not final. 


If, in this case, tbe defendant's 


motion for release for insufficiency 
of evidence had been granted, what 
would prevent tbe prosecution from 
rearresting 
him 
and presenting 


sufficient evidence upon which the 
magistrate would be warranted to 
commit him? He could not plead a 
former acquittal, for the release 
would only be justified if tbe evi- 
dence then presented warranted it, 
and on the second examination the 
only question would be "does the 
evidence now before the Court war- 
rant commitment?" 


It may be said, as was said by de- 


fendant's counsel, that if this appeal 
is not sustained, the defendant would 
be remediless. Bat we must remem- 
ber that the object of HD examination 
for commitment is for the purpose of 
ascertaining if sufficient evidence can 
be produced to convince one man, the 
District Magistrate, that there was 
"probable cause to believe that con- 
viction would take place before a 
jury." Tbe fact tbat a magistrate 
bas so found should not in fact sod 
does not in law, weigh against tbe 
defendant when tried by a jury npon 
the evidence adduced before him and 
them, and on tbat evidence only. 
The magistrate reopened the case in 
his discretion to let in essential and 
material evidence and we do not find 
any abase of discretion in bis so do- 
ing, considering the statutory nature 
of tbe hearing. 


But in expressing this opinion we 


do not bold that we have any juris- 
diction to decide snch a question. 


Tbe second point made that the 


whole evidence did not warrant the 
commitment we decline to discuss. 
To do this we should be usurping 
the function of tbe District Magis- 
trate, the function of the Attorney 
General in deciding whether an in- 
dictment shoald he presented, and 
that of tbe Circuit Judge in consider- 
ing whether the indictment shoald 
be found. 


The appeal is dismissed.

The following is an extract from 


a letter written by an American 
lawyer, now visiting the islands fo 
the first time, to a friend in the 
United States, who, by the way, i 
a Republican member of Congress 


"Prior to my departure from th 


confines of my native heath, and be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the restless 
billowy waves of our beautiful flag 
we promised we would write to yoi 
descriptive of our visual inspection of 
men and things as we found them 
here.

this serenely beautiful land of day- 
light dreams. 
Yet there is a matcn- 
less splendor surrounding one at every 
step In one's pathway, -which seems 
to intoxicate the senses and en nervate 
the physical forces. 
The perfumed 
breath of tbe fadeless flower, tbe song 
of tbe woodland bird which never 
seems to sleep, the grand, majestic 
mountain pease which pierce the 
clouds, the variegated hues of tbe 
restless ocean which lashes itself into 
spray upon tbe shores, the sound of

late years there is not enough o 
this fine fruit grown to supply the 
local market. Were the supply 
ample, a good market could be 
obtained in California for all the 
surplus pears for many years to 
come. 
It is the desire of the 


Bureau of Agriculture to encour- 
age as much as possible the plant- 
"ng of these valuable trees; this 
jan best be done by 
furnishing 


ree of cost the young trees to any 
one who will plant and care for 
.hem. In order to do this we must 
lave seeds from which to raise 
he young trees, and I would res- 
pectfully ask the public to bear 
his in mind while enjoying this 
king of fruits. Every seed will, if 
iroperly planted and cared for, 
reduce in three or four years a 


bearing tree. 


Therefore, save all the seeds, and 


if you do not intend to plant them 
yourself, send them to the Bureau 
of Agriculture at the Judiciary 
building, or to the Government 
nursery on King street, where they 
will be carefully propagated and in 
due time the young trees will be 
given to any one who may apply 
for them. 
Pear seeds from the 


other islands will be gladly re- 
ceived and all freights paid by the 
Bureau of Agriculture.

BANANA PLOUR. 


Likely to Develop Into a Very Im- 


portant Industry. 


A good deal of attention has been 


drawn of late to tha nse of the bana- 
na as a source of flour or meal, and 
though such an application is by no 
means new, or the discovery modern, 
it seems not at all unlikely that 
banana flour is an article that has a 
prospect of great development in the 
near future. Wherever the banana 
or plantain thrives, tbe fruits, when 
dry, are converted into meal, and 
used for making cafees, puddings, 
and for various other uses in cookery. 
An effort is being made to establish a 
factory for the manufacture of bana- 
na meal. 


As to the use of banana floor for 


brewing purposes, Mr. Kahlke, one 
of the best known manufactures of 
yeast in Germany, writes in this con- 
nection: 
"Banana floor, without 


doubt, from its richness in starch and 
its good flavor, is particularly suit- 
able for the manufacture of yeast. 
This flour is easily rendered sac- 
charine. The yeast obtained by add- 
ing banana flour to the other ingre- 
dients has a good color, all the re- 
quisite properties of aa excellent 
class of yeast, and more over keeps 
well. The alcohol obtained from il 
leaven nothing to be desired, so thai 
this flour may be introduced as an 
ariicie of commerce, and employed 
without any special 
preparation. 


Satisfactory experiments have also 
been made in some breweries, where 
20 per cent, of malt has been replac- 
ed by the flakes aud fluor pf bananas. 
The flavor of beer was not altered, 
and tbe quantity of liquid was in- 
creased, and the malt was replaced 
by a Jess expensive substance. Ex- 
periments are being made in which 
the proportion of banana flour is 
increased."—Ex.

Japan. 


The British squadron 
Hakodate on tbe 6th inst. 


Tbe Fourth of July was celebrated 


in Yokohama witb the usual fetes. 


Cholera Is still spreading and mak- 


ing its appearance in freab localities. 


There have been inundations in 
several parts of the country, owiDR to 
heavy rains. 


There is not much doing in imports, 


but in new silk prices a-e higher, and 


i there is a large business in tea. 


Late advices received from Korea 


state that the Queen has summoned 
the Russian Minister and his wife to 
court as court advisers. 


During the twenty-four hours end- 


ing at nt>on on Jury 3J 223 cases and 
49 deaths from cholera were reported 
throughout the empire, and 162 cases 
and 56 deaths in the subsequent 
twenty-four hours. 


The government is reported to have 
decided to grant to each soldier, who 
took part in the expedition to China, 
a sum not leas than fifteen yen to 
compensate tbem in some sense for 
tbe hardships they underwent. 


A colored seaman of the U. 8. S. 
Yorktown, who recently stabbed a 
Japanese to death in Nagasaki, has 
been tried in tbe U. 8. Consulate there 
and found guilty of committing mur- 
der. 
The prisoner, however, appealed 
against tbe decision. 


Affairs are quiet in Japan,- except 


for the activity shown by the police in 
tbe suppression of anti-ministerial 
movements, and a number of politi- 
cians were recently fined for holding a 
meeting, which was said to be the 
formation of a new political associa- 
tion, without the permission of the 
police. 


Japanese losses in the late war 


up to May 8th last, the day on whicb 
peace was restored, are putat 2693 who 
were killed in the field or succumbed 
to sickness. Of this number 736 were 
killed In the field, 228 died from 
wounds, 1658 died from sickness, 46 
died from accident or suicide, and 25 
are missing. 


Though tbe Formosan natives are 
generally very mild, and willingly 
submit to the Japanese authorities, 
;be rebels are much more obstinate 
Joan tbe Chinese troops on tbe main- 
land, and repeatedly attempt to cut 
;he military telegraph wife or to at- 
ack 
the 
commissariat quarters. 
Whenever two or three such rebels 
assemble they immediately cause a 
listurbance. This is a great contrast 
to what occurred in Mancburia, and 
he Japanese are, therefore, under the 
lecessity of stationing tbelr troops 
lere and there in various localities. 
Added to tbis, tbe attacks on the 
ebels are not «o easy as in Manchuria, 
wing to the bad roads. 
Besides, 


holera is constantly threatening 
'he attacks of beat, rain and poison- 
us insects are no less formidable, and 
the suffering* of the Japanese troops 
are quite beyond tbe Imagination of 
those at home. 


Telegrams to the Tokio papers re- 


port that tbe transport Mojl Maru, 
from China, on Juue 28tb collided 
with the steamer Toyo Maru, which 
was lying at anchor. The Mojl Maru 
hart on board 8 officers, 254 non-com- 
missioued officers and men of tbe 
army, in addition to 44 army coolies 
and 163 horses. The Mojl is eald to 
have dropped her anchor, but to have 
been carried by the tide across the 
bows of tbe Toyo, receiving serious 
damage on tbe port side, a hole being 
made in tbe neighborhood of the 
fourth after bold, extending from the 
deck downward, some five feet wide 
at the top to six inches at the bottom, 
breaking four or five plates. 
Xhe 
stem part of the Mojl went<fe«j» tfjt 
the upper deck was under water, the 
bows being above the water. Tbe 
pa-eengers and crew were saved by 
vessels wbicb came to tbeir rescue, 
but fifty-eight of the horses on board 
were drowned and six guns went to 
tbe bottom. 
An official report furn- 


ished to the War Department ttates 
that tbe vessel will not sink any far- 
ther and that the guns can be recov- 
ered. The depth of water where the 
accident occurred is said to be six or 
seven fathoms at low tide.

Comtui&slouer E. L. Fitzgerald has 
been nourishing a little plan that he 
hoped to make public In his report to 
the Governor shortly, whereby he 
was to petition Congress to pass a 
Japanese Exclusion Act. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald was going to suggest that a 
monster memorial be drawn up to 
Congress asking them to exclude Jap- 
anese as well as Chinese, the memo- 
rial to be circulated all over tbe State 
for signatures. It is to this end that 
he directed hie recent Japanese Inves- 
tigation. 
Now comes Senator Perkins, fresh 


from Washington, and announces that 
tbe Senate would not do anything of 
the kind, and that California Con- 
gressmen are laughed at when they 
mention the matter. This dash of cold 
water has brought tbe Labor Commis- 
sioner out, and this is tbe way he re- 
plies to Senator Perkins: 
" I am sorry to note that Senator 


Perkins is not in sympathy with the 
movement against the Japanese; be 
is the first man in California to dash 
cold water on it. Undoubtedly it will 
be a hard fight, even if a losing one, 
and I propose to go ahead with it. I 
remember a fight in Sacramento a 
short time ago which looked like a 
losing one, but the Senator's heart did 
not fail him as it does iu this matter. 
I expect to notice that be makes a 
partisan affair out of it, as tbe people 
and press throughout tbe State are 
giving me their hearty support irres- 
pective of party. 
"Senator Perkins is in a position to 


know something of the Japanese, as 
he is a man who keeps posted on his 
business,and the Goodall,Perkins line 
running between here and Victoria 
carries about one-half of all the Jap- 
anese coming into this State. Cali- 
fornia is entitled to the credit of tbe 
Chinese Exclusion Act, and why not 
keep out tbe Japanese too."
